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CLAIMS 

Plea$e amend the claims as follows: 

1. (cuuently amended) A manually meuoipulable actuator apparatus, comprising: 

a body having at least one wall element having a length generally extending along a first 
axis and a height extending along a second axis orthogonal to said first axis, wherein said height 
varies along said first ads; and 

a manually manipulable element having a button portion adapted fi)r human digital 
manipulation and at least one wing portion extending outwardly from said button portio n, said at 
least one wing portion including a lee that overlaps said height of said wall along said second 
axis, wherein said manually manipnlable element is movable along said first axis between a first 
position in which an operative elemait is in a non-actuated condition and a second position in 
which the operative element is in an actuated condition^ wherein said at least one wall clement 
has a first hedght at said first position and a different second bei^t at said second positioii, and 
herein said at least one wall element cooperates with said leg of said at least one wing portion 
to constrain movement of said manually manipulable element along a third axis orthogonal to 
said first and second axes while said manually manipulable dement is moved betwe^ said first 
and second positions. 

2, (original) The apparatus of Claim 1, wherein said manually manipulable element is supported 
by said at least one wall element and movement of said manually uianipulable element along 
said second axis is constrained by said at least one wall element. 

3* (original) The apparatus of Claim 2, wherein said at least one wall element comprises at least 
first and second wall elements. 

4. (original) The apparatus of Claim 1, wherein said second height is less than said first height 

5. (original) The apparatus of Claim 4, wherein said body iurth^ iacludes a stop that constrains 
movement of said manually manipulable element along said first axis beyond said second 
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position^ wlxerem a second extent of said at least one wall element having said second height is 
sized to ti^Uy accoiinmodate said manually manipulable element between said stop and a first 
extent of said at least one wall elemetit having $aid fibc$t hei|^t. 

6. (origmal) The apparatus of Claim 5, wherein said stop is positioned within said body such 
that, wh&a said matmaljy manipulable el«nent is in said second position, rotation of said button 
portion about said third axis is constrained by said at least one wing elemoat engaging said stop. 

7. (original) The apparatus of Claim 1, and further comprising a spring element, coiipled to said 
manually manipulable element and engaging said body, that urges said manually manipulable 
element along said first axis toward said first position. 

8. (original) The apparatus of Claixn 1, wherein said at least one wing portion comprises at least 
first and second wing portions. 

9. (origuial) The apparatus of Claim 1, wherem said at least one wing portion comprises a 
g^erally L-shaped wing portion, having an attached end coupled to said button portion and a 
free end. 

10. (original) The apparatus of Claim 1, wherdn: 

said body further comprises -a housing at least partially enclosing said at least one wing 
portion; and 

said button portion at least partially extends firom said body. 

11. (original) The apparatus of Claim 10, wherein said housing and said at least one wall portion 
together constrain substantial rotation of said manually manipulable element about said first and 
second axes. 

12. (original) The s^aratos of Claim 1, and fiarther comprising ftie operative dement, wherein 
said body comprises a dispesoser and wherein said opeirative element cono^rises a valve. 
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13. (origmal) The apparatus of Claim 1, and further conjprisiQg the operative demejxt, wherein 
said operative element comprises an electrical circuit. 

14. (currently amended) A manually manipulable actuator apparatus, comprising: 

a body having at least one wall element having a length generally extending along a fixsrt 
axis and a height extending along a second axis oitihogonal to said first axis; 

a manually manipulable element having a button portion adapted for human digital 
manipulation and at least one wing portion extmding outwardly from said button portior L said at 
least one wing por<^ 9B ji^9li^ ^g a leg that overlaps said height of said wall along said second 
axis. whereiD said manually manipulable element is movable along said first axis between a first 
position itx which an operative element is in a non-actuated condition and a second position in 
which the operative element is in an actuated condition, and wherein said at least one wall 
element cooperates with said leg of said at least one wing portion to constrain movement of said 
manually manipulable element along a third axis orthogonal to said first and second axes while 
said xnanxially xaampulable element is moved behveen said first and second positions; and 

a spring element, coupled to said manually manipulable element and engaging said body, 
that urges said manually manipulable element along said first axis toward said first position. 

15. (original) The s^aratus of Qahn 14, wherein said manually manipulable element is 
si^orted by said at least one wall element and movement of said manually manipulable element 
along said second axis is coxistrained by said at least one wall element. 

16. (original) The apparatus of Claim 15, herein said at least one wall element comprises at 
least first and second wall elmmts. 

17. (original) The apparatus of CJaiinM, herein said height of said at least one wall dement 
varies along said first axis, such that said at least one wall element has a first height at said first 
position and a second height at said second position. 

18. (original) The apparatus of Qadm 17, wheran said second hei^ is less than said first hei^t. 
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19. (original) The apparatus of Claim 18> whereiix $aid body further includes a stop that 
constrains movement of said manually manipulable element along said first axis beyond said 
second position^ wherein a second ext^t of said at least one wall element along said first axis 
having said second height is sized to ti^tiy accommodate said manually manipulable elemmt 
between said stop and a firs extent of said at lea$t one wall element having said Sxst height 

20. (original) The ^paratus of Claim 19, wherein said stop is positioned within said body sudi 
that, when said manually maioipulabla element is in said second position, rotation of said button 
portion about said third axis is constrained by said at least one wing elem^t engaging said stop. 

21. (original) The apparatus of Claim 14, wherein said at least one wing portion comprises at 
least first and second wing portions. 

22. (original) The apparatus of Claim 14, wherein said at least one wing portion comprises a 
gen^ially Lrshaped wing portion haying an attached end coupled to said button portion and a free 
end. 

23. (original) The apparatus of Claim 14» wh^eui: 

said body further conxprises a housing at least partially ^dosing said at least one wing 
portion; and 

said button portion at least partially extends fix>m said body, 

24. (original) The apparatus of Claim 23, wherein said housing and said at least one wall portion 
together constrain substantial rotation of said manually manipulable element about said first and 
second axes. 

25. (original) The apparatus of Claim 14, and furtb^ comprising Ifae operative element, wherein 
said body comprises a disp^iser and said operative element comprises a valve. 

26. (original) The apparatus of Claim 14, and fijrfher oonqxrising the operative element, wherein 
said operative element comprises an electrical circuit. 
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27. (currently amended) A manually maxupulable actuator apparatus, comprisitjg: 

a body having first and second wall elements each having a length generally extending 
along a fixst axis and a height extending along a second axis orthogonal to said first axis, wherein 
said hei^t varies along said first axis; and 

a manually manipulable element supported by said first and second wall elements, said 
jnannally tnanipulable elonent having a button portion adapted for human digital manipulation 
and first and second wing portions extending outwardly &om said button portio n, said first and 
second wing por tions each inchiding a resnective leg that overlaps said height of said wall alo^g 
said second axis, wherein said manually manipulable element is movable along said first axis 
between a first position in which an operative element is in- a non-actuated condition and a 
second position in which the operative element is in an actuated condition, wherein said first and 
second wall elements have a first height at said first position and a difif^ent second height at said 
second position, and wherein said first and second wall elements cooperate with said legs of said 
first and second wing poitioos to congtraja nxovemeat of said manually manipulable element 
along a third axis orthogonal to said first and second axes while said naanually nianipulable 
element is moved between said first and second positions. 

28. (original) The apparatus of Claim 27, and further conqpnsing a spring dement, coupled to 
said manually manipulable element and engaging said body, tbat urges said manually 
mampulable element along said first axis toward said first position^ 

29. (original) The apparatus of Claim 27, wh«:ein said spring elonent is fiulfaer adapted to urge 
said manually manipulable element along said second axis when said manually manipulable 
element is at said second position. 

30. (original) The apparatus of Claim 27, wherein: 

said body includes a housing at least partially enclosing said first and second wing 
portions; 

said button portion at least partially extends fixmi said housing; and 
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said housing and said jSrst and second wall pottions together constram substantial rotation 
of said manually manipulable element about said fixst and second axes. 

31 » (original) The apparatus of Claim 27, and further comprising an operative element within 
said body, wherein said operative elenxent comprises a valve. 
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
